5* Action : It was agreed, in view of a briefing submitted by 
General Weckerling regarding recent military moves of the Communists 
in North Korea, that there should be prepared urgently (for consider- 
ation on April 24) an estimate of short-term intentions of the 
Communists in Korea.

6. Action : It was agreed that the draft prepared by the National 
Estimates Board on this subject should be reviewed by IAC represen- 
tatives for early consideration by the IAC. 
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
